INEFFECTIVE LICE REMEDIES

Department of Agriculture Speaks a
Bit of Its Mind.

The United Stales aepartment of

aericulture says it has come to the
notice of the insecticide and fungi

cido hoard that a great many manu

facturers are putting out liquid prep

crations for killing chicken lice un
der such names as "Liquid Lice Kil-

ler," "Lice Killer," "Lice Killing tlq
uid," etc. These preparations are for
the most part composed of one or
more of the following liquids: Kero
sene, crude petroleum, crude carbolic
acid, creosote oil and various other
frnctionH of uetroleum and coal 'tar,
as well as turpentine. In giving1 "di

rections for tho use of these prejiara.
tioiis against lice it 14 a
common practice to direct that they
be applied to one or more of the; fol-

lowing places: Itoosts, dropping
boards, wide boards nailed beneath
the roosts, nest boxes, inner walls of
the chicken houses or the like, j ;

Another less common direction for
the use of these preparations against
chicken lice is to paint the Inside of
a box with the preparation, place the
chicken or chickens in the box, cover
loosely with a burlap bag and leave
for a certain length of time. It Is
evident from both of the above-me- n

tinned directions that the manufac
turer considers that the fumes which
arise from such preparations will kill
the chicken lice when the products
are used in accordance with direc
tions. I j

Docs for Us.

Seventy-on- e years ago the tele-
graph was born. It came to Berve
the new hunger of the modem world
for news. In 1844 it transmitted a
dozen words for fewer than loo miles
and preachers called the petty perfor
mance a revelation of divine favor to
men. In 1913 it sent more than

words about the Titanic disas
ter from New York across America
and perhaps another third of a mil-

lion under the Atlantic within four
hours, and yet only the newspapers
knew of the tremendous feat and
they simply spoke of it casually as
"extra heavy traffic."

The modern appetite for tho events
of the day grows keener every year.
The telegraphic, slave is annually
summoned to more exacting Bcrvlqo.
IJut no reader of tho daily paper ex-

perience amazement at tho multiply-

ing prodigies in the publication jof

the news. He Is not' even aware jof

tho prodigies' occurrence. "A ' Japa-

nese censor prohibits the telegrabh
from talking, but it hoodwinks . him
and talks. An earthquake breaks tjic
Pacific cable! but the. wireless flings
the news through the a!r. Every mo
ment the telegraph Is everlastingly
on tho job.

It is estimated that "(100 papers in
tho United States dally receiVo tele-
graphic service. At least 400 dailies
divide between them 1,000,000 words
of telegraphed news in addition to
the report furnished by the collect-
ing agencies.
